A stone situated several hundred yards 
south of Frostburg, Md., is an object of 
historie interest, With much reason it 
is reputed to have been erected in that 
locality by Braddock's army as marking 
tho first ay'a march from Fort Cumber- 
land to Fort Du Quesne.

This stone, it is presumed, stands pa it

An Experiment in Fęegding 
Horses. 


Tho London Omnibus Company use 
six thousand horses. To economize in 
feed is an important matter, and has led 
to several teats, the result of which is re- 
corded as fellows : 

To each of three thousand of their 
horses they gave a daily allowance of 
ground oats, sixteen pounds, ground hay, 
seven and one-half pounds, and cut straw 
one and one-eighth pounds—the bay and 
etraw being cut into pieces, about half an 
inch long, and well mixed up with oats, 
in a little water, and so making twenty- 
six pounds of food foreach horse, And 
to each of the other three thousands horses 
they gave a daily allovance of whole or 
uubruised oats, nineteen pounds, and un- 

cut or whole hay and straw, thirteen 
pounds, without any water, in our ald- 
fashioned way, making thirty-two pounds 

' of this food foreach horse. And what 
was the result! Why it was soon dis- 
covered that the horte which was fed on 
twenty-six pounds of ground oats re- 
mained in good condition, and could per- 
form as much work, and do just as well, 
too, as the horse did which consumed 
thirty-two pounds of food as aforesaid, 
thus showing a saving of six Rp of 
food per day, in favo. of bruised oats and 
cut hay and straw, whieh, if valued at five 
cents per day, amounted to & saving of 
the neat little sum of tbree hundred dol- 
lars per day.— Turf Field and Furm. 


Hogs.

There ia not oné single advantage to be 
claimed in fayor ef big hoes. There never 
was u monster hog which did not make 
the man who raised him pay for every 
pound be weighed. They do not furnish 
an ounce of meat gratis, but charge full 
price for every atom of their carcass. 
When slaughtered, it takes a long time to 
get one cool to the marrow in the bone, 
und then when the hams are. put in salt, 
jt is troublesome to finish them to the 
centre. Four: hundred live weight is as 
Jarge as hogs should be, in order to make 
pood bacon. Beyond this size there isa 
loss somewhere. Either the feeder, 
butcher or consumer is cheated, and as 
a general thing every one who has any- 
thing to do with the big hog, will find, if 
he observes closely, that they are not so 
rofitable as the smooth, nice hog, of on- 
I three hundred and fifty pounus weight. 
A small head, with little, upright ears, 
and legs and ears delicate to perfection, 
are remarks which indicate the greatest 
amount of food consumed; and it will al- 
ways draw more readily tho „attention ot 
every butcher. 


Activity of Agriculfure. 


The activity of farmers’ clubs seems to 
us the most striking feature of current 
agricultural history. There is nothing 
it in any other profession. Tobe sure, 
no other profession numbers so many 
members on giving area ofthe country, 
but this is not true of them as cong:
